GENEVA  (AP) — The  Western  powers  failed  to  change  Rus- 
ria’s  attempt  to  “Sovietize”  all  Germany  Wednesday  and  suspend- 
ed discussion  of  European  security  and  the  reunification  of  Ger- 
many. 

The  action  came  after  U.  S.  Secretary  of  State  Dulles  had 
charged  that  Russian  policy  would  perpetuate  a danger  to  the 
peace  of  Europe.
